Ohio Power 
Gets Nod To 
Hike Rates 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Utilities Commission today 
per­ 
m itted the Ohio Power Co. of Can­ 
ton to increase residential and 
com m ercial rate* when the cost 
of fuel used to generate electricity 
goes up. 
The company has 440,000 custo­ 
m ers in 53 of Ohio’s 88 counties.

Take for exam ple Mrs. Kate Loucheim 
(D em ocrat) and Mrs. Clare B. W illiams 
(Republican) of the Dem ocratic and R e­ 
publican Na t i o n a I Committes. 
Both 
have charm but also the brains to prop­ 
erly do their political work. U. S. Sen.

To those who often com m ent critically 
on wom en in public jobs, w'e suggest that 
before we condemn them , let s be sure 
that they are not doing their work as 
well, or better, than m any of us men 
would do it.

Frequently some one com es forth w ith 
a blast about women in politics, or in * 
other public work, even implying that 
women have no business taking as active 
parts as many of them do because they 
are not attuned to the responsibility of 
making proper political decisions. 
It is hard for the fair - thinking man to 
listen to such lines of argument, since 
most people will agree that even outspok­ 
en women politicians would have a hard 
time matching a lot of the male politi­ 
cians with their silly capriciousness, hys­ 
teria and willingness to become victims 
of, or to engineer propaganda of any 
kind that fits their particular ideas. 
We’ve heard it said often, to account 
for the subdued demeanor of many wom­ 
en in politics, that most of them feel out 
of their element. We cannot see why that 
should be true when they accept most 
other lines of responsibility without ues- 
tion.

In local affairs including many cases 
here in Fayette County we have noticed 
many women pursue public duties with 
a consistent thoroughness, efficiency and 
high sense of responsibility which som e­ 
times men in similar duties have failed 
to show. 
To those who often comment critically 
on women in public jobs, we suggest that 
before we condemn them, let’s be sure 
that they are not doing their work as 
well, or better, than many of us men 
would do it.

RICHLAND, Wash. — This is 
America’s “Atomic City.” Here 
plutonium, the explosive ingredi­ 
ent of nuclear weapons, is pro­ 
duced. Here thousands of scien­ 
tists and technicians and work­ 
ers operate the world's largest 
atomic furnaces. 
The once-somnolent town in 
the midst of the desert waste­ 
lands of southeastern Washing­ 
ton. was seized by the federal 
government in 1943.

WILBERFORCE, Ohio (AP) — 
Christmas vacation will come early 
for many Wilberforce College stud­ 
ents, resident of a men’s dormi­ 
tory which was heavily damaged 
by fire Tuesday.

AP General Business Editor 
NEW YORK (A P) - You can 
count on being better off in 1959 
than in 1958 Economists are not 
agreed, however, on how much 
better off.

had been predicted. 
Reading these figures as a fever 
chart, it might be concluded the 
patient had a slight relapse How­ 
ever, the economists say he is rn 
good shape and that fully recovery 
will come by the end of the new 
year.
